AFFAJJBS AT IIOMK. 


On a par with the lies DOW being 


given utterance to by the little fellow, 
who sways the destinies of the nation, 
through his position as Land Agent of 
Neyada, is the statement contained in 
last Saturday's issue of his paper con- 
veying the inference that some wrong 
had bean done Governor Stovenson, and 
that the Governor had mado us Presi- 
dent of the State Agricultural Society, 
neither of •which, as a matter of fact, 
•was true. The Governor was pnblicly 
asked concerning Prof. Young'a absence 
from his post, because he was the proper 
official to request information of, having 
made the appointment, and it was right 
that he should ask of his subordinate 
an explanation, especially as no one 
knew when the Great Professor would 
return. The Board of Directors elect 
the President of the State Agricultural 
Society. 
The State Pair may have 


been *a dismal failure. The receipts 
were $1,000 larger this than they were 
last year. At the same time the dis- 
bursements were $2,500 more this than 
last year, owing to the fact of an in- 
creased premium list, and $800 having 
been given to hold horses to go to Car- 
bon. 
Butjnot a dollar was willfully or 


knowingly squandered, and every bill 
has baen or will be paid, with the So- 
ciety §1,500 behind, except possibly 
the claim of the Gazette lor $87. The 


, JOUBNA.I/S bill don't count for it.hus 


never presented any to the Society dur- 
ing tho three years of its existence. 
We 


shall bo very sorry if tho Stute Fi>ir has 
Buffered through us, 
\Ve thai I huve 


no objection to seeing Mr, Young in the 
Presidential chair next reason. 


The official conduct ol Pawning, as 


Surveyor General, is a Icoiliajute ob- 
ject of criticism by the press. If, while 
in that office, he did not conduct it 
properly, he should be punished. But 
it is rather singular that if he was the 
worst in the public service ho should 
have been the last Bepubhonn to be 
dismissed by the President. Eveiy dol- 
lar expended in that office by us was ap- 
proved and allowed by Commissioners 
MeFurland and Sparks. 
During .the 


entire ineutnbency but one bill wa<j ever 
disallowed, and that was §1 75 out of 
the Contingent Fund to purchase flags 
to decorate the office with at one 4th of 
July celebration in Keno. For nearly 
two years Mr. Sparks was our superior 
officer. 
The 30,000 acres of land has 


been the cause of accusation aud com- 
plaint. The land is still in the State, 
and there is one thing about it, that our 
money went to buy Nevada land, and 
that every dollar earned by tis has been 
expended in Nevada. 
We have not 


used any in buying land in California. 
We shirk no investigation of the sub- 
ject, and have nothing to conceal about 
it. 
\Ve only wonder now what to do 


with it if we should get it, or just how 
to rustle the $150 per month interest 
payments. However, there may be a 
ohanoa in Nevada for a Thnrmalito 
colony. 


The Professor wishes ua to "pay 


back to the Government the expenses of 
that special agent which came out here 
all the way from Washington to investi- 
gate your official record and who re- 
ported against you." Hon. G. C. 
Wharton, Inspector Surveyors-General, 
visited Reno in 1885, and under date of 
Sept. 12th, made a report saying:

In conclusion I beg leave to report, 


after as careful and thorough examina- 
tion and investigation ns it were possi- 
ble for mo to make nuder the circum- 
stances, n,nd with the facilities at my 
command, as follows: 
, 


1st—That the maps of townships 39 


and 40 N., Banges 41, 43 and 46 E , 31. 
D. M., were plotted and made from 
field notes famished by TJ. S. Deputy 
Sorveyors E. Xi. Bridges and E. C. Mc- 
Clellin, and prior t» the data on which 
they were approved by Surveyor-Gsu- 
eral Powning, viz.: March 31, 1885. 


2d—That the maps of the above numed 


townships were filed in the U. S. and 
State Land Offices on the 17th day of 
April, 1885, and neither on that day nor 
any subsequent day to this date has any 
person applied to purchase any laud in 
said townships from*th» United States, 
but that on the 18th day of April, 1885, 
and continously since that date various 
persons have applied to purchase land 
from the State of Nevada. 


3—That no person who may have pre- 


ferred rights in said townships can be 
divested of those lights, even though 
that person were not the first applicant 
to purchase from the State, for under 
the State law, that person has six 
months after the land is listed to the 
State; to file hia affidavit of preferred 
rights, and unless the first applicant 
con show a prior preferred right the 
State will disrcgaid his application, and 
allow the other person to purchase. 


4th—Personal examination of the 


townships, and inspection of the maps 


and field note* in the office of tho U. S. 
Surveyor-General of Nevada, convince* 
me that actnal surveys were made in 
those townships prior to the date on 
•which the maps were approved by Sur- 
veyor-General, TI'Z. : March 31, 1885. 
I found many corners (including several 
which parties had rep'orted could not be 
found) in proper position, yet there 
were quite a number missing, which 
could not be found, bat whether those 
corners were ever in place or not, or 
whether the axemen failed to place them 
as directed, or whether they have been 
"disturbed by Spring freshets," or re- 
moved by "bands of «ht>ep " I am not 
prepared to assert; and while much of 
the topography is correct or approxi- 
mately BO, some places showed careless- 
ness on the part of the Deputy Surveyor 
or neglect duty on the part of the "chair- 
men."

the officials of the State took their of- 
fices. He has been the Judge of this 
connty ever since. The volume of busi- 
ness was so great that two additions' 
Judges were provided for this connty 
for two years. 
Before this Court the 


best lega! talsnt of the entire Coast have 
practiced. Some of the biggest fees 
ever paid m the world were paid counsel 
(exclusive of iees paid for work wherein 
hundreds of yea's of records were in- 
volved). The record of our District 
Court is fts clear as a bell. 
So extensive 


has been the work involved in cases that 
have come up before this Court for ad- 
judication that it is impossible to ap- 
proximate it by many millions. Decis- 
ions rendered from this bench pass coin 
current over the entire country alongside 
of the most eminent jurists in the West 
and all this in a small patch of country 
where the hunt for lucre has waged 
more fiercely than at any other point on 
earth. 
While tons of the precious metals 


have rung and jingled in corrupt dis- 
cord all around our courthouse, it is not 
even hinted that a dollar ever knocked 
at the door of tbe Judges' cnambers. 
Bitter fights have been waged between 
the moneyed powers and the laboring 
element, still at every election both 
walked to the polls and voted in common 
for a man in vhom they had confidence. 


AN EPISODE. 


Not long after Judge Rising ascended 


the bench a serious conflict of authority 
between him and the Federal Judge 
(Sandy Baldwin) arose in this wise: 
Wm. Thornburg, the originator .of the 
gas works here, sued for possession of 
the Savage Company's mining ground. 
Baldwin granted Thornburg permission 
to put surveyor* in the mine, and thoy 
worked there two days, and when the 
company kicked and fired them oat, 
Baldwin hauled them up for contempt 
and issued a writ of distingras, placing 
plaintiff in possession. The company 
applied to Ihe District Court, and Ris- 
ing enjoined plaintiff from touching the 
property. 
The decision excited a great 


deal of inloii'st, but it stuck, and it still 
sticks ,iud defines tha rights of State 
courts over Federal in the matters at 
issue. 


EISINO'S CALENDARS. 


Judge Rising's calendars in tiae five 


counties over which be presides are as 
clean as a whistle. There is not a case 
on the docket. H3 cleared everything 
on his last trip. 


Since the new Judicial law went into 


effect one year ago nest month, the 
Jndge has held court 87 days in Storey 
connty, 22 in Esmeralda, 18 in Douglas, 
20 in Lyon, and 32 in Ormsby, making 
a total of 185 court days. 


The above work shows that the new 


Judicial law works satisfactorily. Every- 
thing is done promptly and with economy 
to the counties, as there is a great sav- 
ing effected ia jury, witness and general 
couit fees by the prompt dispatch of 
court work, and of course it must be 
eminently satisfactory to litigants not to 
drag too long over uncertainty—it is 
even better for the losers.

cepted as tbe joinder of the issue on the 
tariff question with Cleveland. That 
Blaine will receive the Republican nom- 
ination at Chicago on June 19th is re- 
garded as a foregone conclusion. 


Tho Star to-night save: "His oppo- 


nents, while privately expressing doubts 
as to his strength, paiticularly in New 
York, appear to hiivo 110 hope of stem- 
ming the tide that has turned in his 
favor. Every pohlieal move seems to 
turn in his direction, so far an tb« nom- 
ination is concerned. His strength in 
New York is questioned by many. It is 
said that the stalwait element in that 
State is as strong as evor, and will be aa 
poteut against Blame on election day; 
tbat he will have the same opposition to 
contend with that confronted him in 
1884, and that his chances of carrying 
that State will be lessened by meeting 
this time with a united Democracy, 
strengthened by Cleveland's administra- 
tion.
